Washington to Southern’ California, 


and when the summer sports have been 
laid away for next season the hunts- 
man will find his steps leading toward 
the marshes and private preserves, 
where the members of the feathered 
tribe gather to discuss the events of 
the long sojourn in the North.

The American Composer. 

W. 8. B. Matthews, one of the fore- 
most American musical authorities, 
has a highly interesting study in the

Burbank’s Indian Portraits. | 
For a number of years after he had 
finished his art training at Munich, 
Elbridge A. Burbank devoted almost 
all his time and his fine talent to de- 


picting the manners and monkey- 
shines of that delightful irrepressible, 


truth and good humor made a strong 


appeal 

About nine years ago, however, Mr. 
Burbank was asked by his uncle, Ed- 
ward E. Ayer, then president of the 
Field Museum at Chicago, to go to 
Fort Sill, in Oklahoma, and paint the 
portrait of Geronimo, a famous 
Apache medicine man. Since that 
time he bas given his talent to Indian 
portraiture, and he hag won a reputa- 
tion second to none in this difficult 
end important line of art. Ethno- 
logically and historically, these can- 
vases are of inestimable value, taking 
into account, as they do, the minutest 
detaila of costume, as well as the subtle 
facts of pliysiognomy. Added to this, 
they are also most excellent bits of 
painting, done by a man who has a 
keen sense for color and who knows 
how to draw. 
No other painter of Indians has 
seized upon the red man’s peculiar 
characteristics with a sure? insight 
than Elbridge Burbank; no other 
painter has transferred their traits te 
canvas with a defter pencil or brush. 
This is why Edward E. Ayer has com- 
missioned him to draw, in red chalk, 
ten thousand portraits of Indians—a 
colossal task, which will turn out to 
be Mr. Burbank’s splendid life work. 
He ie to visit every tribe of Indians 
in America, making from twenty-five 
to thirty portraits in each. In the last 
nine years he has visited seventy, 
tribes. The government reports speak 
of two hundred existing tribes, but Mr. 
Burbank has found out, in his search. 
that there are at least three hundred. 
This indefatigable worker has just 
come from Ukiah, and has been stop- 


a ping in Loa Angeles and vicinity for 


about three weeks. In a few days he 
will resume his long labor, going to 
the country of the Mywak Indians, who 
live three hundred miles north of us 
in California. 

The portrait we herewith reproduce 
is that of Chief Joseph, of the Nes 
Percés, who died recently of a broken 
heart, Mr. Burbank feels assured, be- 
cause he was not allowed to return and 
spend his declining years in the coun- 
try of his birth. He was d man of 
wonderful character, a mighty genera! 
and a keen strategist. Forced to the 
warpath by the intrusion of lawless 
whites, his retreat with his warriors 
and several hundred helpless squaws 
and children, over almost impassable 
mountains, the army ahead, behind 


and on his flanks, is a record of glori- 
ous generalship. His speech, at the 
time of his surrender to Gen. Miles, 
in 1877, moved the listening officers to 
tears.

” took me back to the rallroad, 
fifty miles, with his little team of 
horses and buckboard.

He told of his troubles with the gov- 
ernment, his being taken to ‘Injin 
Territory,’ as he called it. of his chil- 
dren dying there, and many of his 
people, including some chiefs. ‘All 
the time hot there, all the time hot 
water to drink.’ 

“He told of his visit Bast, where he 
participated in the Grant mounment 
dedication and was the guest of Gen. 
Miles and on his honorary staff. ‘Gen. 
Miles nice man, has nice things to 
eat When asked what he liked best 
of all the things he had, he replied 
warmly, ‘Oysters, ah, so skookum,’ 
which is Chinook for excellent. 

“We arrived at the railroad town of 


Wilbur about 9 pm., where we had a 


good supper. In the morning he 
wanted me to go with him while he 
bought some things to take back with 
him. His last words were promises to 
sit for me for two more portraits. 

“Chief Joseph is a kind, good- 
wearted man and as reliable and gen- 
tle as can be. He is well liked by all 
who know him, and especially by offi- 
cers who helped to force him to sur- 
render. Gen. Miles in his book 
speaks highly of him. His story is 
one of the noblest and saddest of all 
our Indian history.” 

When the ten thousand fed chalk 
portraits that Mr. Burbank is now 
working upon are completed, they will 
in all probability find a permanent 
place in some great art museum, pre- 
sumably in Chicago. Their worth to 
the nation can hardly be over-esti- 
mated, for they will be, in many cases, 
the sole records of the dying and ex- 
tinct tribes of red men that once 
roamed our continent. 

Mr. Burbank likes Southern Califor- 
nia so well that he may, before long, 
take up his abode with us. This is 
good news indeed. A painter of his 
fine strength will add much to our art 
life.

“With all my heart,” he says, in his 
first letter, “I thank you, most es- 
teemed fraulein, for the extremely 
kind and friendly letter which 1 re- 
ceived the day before leaving Gossen- 
sass, and which I nave read again and 
again. That summer resort has worn 
quite a mournful look for the past week 
—or in any case, so it seemed to me. 
No sunshine more. All gone—vanished. 
The few visitors that remained could, 
of course, offer me no compensation— 
for the fair, brief days of summer.

HOW CONVICTS KILL TIME. 


Some Have Made Useful Articies—One 
of Them Committed to Memory 
the Old Testament.

—— to find him some employ- 
ment for his spare time, Thus a clever 
wood carver mentioned in a recent re- 
port of the prison commissioners was 
able to pesent to the chapel a really 
magnificently carved eagle lectern in 
oak, entirely the work of his own 
hands, and done in hours which might 
otherwise have been spent in solitude 


An ex-governor of a great prison has 
in his possession a remarkably hand- 
some sideboard in walnut, which was 
made for him by a convict of a prison 
where he was governor for some ten 
years. The man appealed to him for 
some means of killing time, and, know- 
ing the man to be a cabinet maker, 
he provided him with wood and tools. 
The sideboard was the surprising re- 
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sult, and in consequence of it, when 
the convict took hie discharge, there 
was a substantial present from the 
governor to help him in making a fresh 
start in life. Moreover, while thus em- 
ployed his hand was not 1 ita cun- 
ning nor his mind tying fallow, and 
his chances of leading an honest life 
thereafter were therefore greatly 1..- 
creased, , 

On the other hand, prisoners have 
been known to kill time secretly by 
such» melancholy devices as making 
mats and baskets of straw taken from 
their beds, rather than simply sit and 
brood. Others have set themselves to 
count the number of times certain let- 
tere occur in the Bible, with a copy of 
which every convict is provided, and it 
is quite a common practice for pris- 
oners to learn whole chapters, gospels, 
and episties by heart. A certain hard- 
ened character once committed to 
memory the whole of the Old Testa- 
ment, but the moral good it did him 
could not have been very great, for 
two days after his release he commit- 


tenced to three years’ imprisonment. 
The chaplain of a prison possesses 
considerable powers in the way of pro- 
viding convicts with spare time occu- 
pations, and with his codperation an 
educated convict will sometimes in- 
duige in such “literary pursuite” as 
inditing his autoblography. which 
many chaplains consider an excellent 
method for getting a prisoner to weigh 
his own character, though they are 
often disappointed by the measure of 
hypocritical ctaptrap such autoblog- 
raphies contain.

UTICA IN. T.) July 2.—Former 


Judge Alton B. Parker in an interview 
here today discussed the coming State 
election. He declared that the Demo- 
cratic party was rich in men who could 
an the office of Governor and men- 
tioned among others ex-Judge D. Cady 
Herrick, the partys nominee at the 
last gubernatorial election: John B. 
Stanchfield of Elmira. Mayor Dunn of 
Buffalo, Francis Burton Harrison of 
New York city, John G. Milburn of 
Bu@alo, William Church Osborne be 
Putnam county, Dist.-Atty. Jerome of 
New York city, Justice William F. 
Gaynor, Martin W. Littleton and Ed- 
ward M. Grout of Brooklyn. 

Mr. Parker said that while with pos- 
sibly two exceptions none of these men 
was a candidate, yet he did not believe 
that any of them would refuse to scrve 
if called upon. 
- “But you have not mentioned Mr. 
Hearst; who is discussed every day 
as @ candidate,” said the interviewer. 

“The fret utterance of Mr. Hearst I 
have read,” said Judge Parker, “was 
te the effect that he intended to ac- 
cept the nomination of the Indepen- 
dence League. He stated in an inter- 
view in the Brooklyn Eagle of June 
12: ‘If I am mnoeninated by the Inde- 
pendence party it win be on a plat- 
form that €xpresses the principles I 
believe, and I will make the campaign 
on that platfonm, and no other con- 

tion will enter into the matter. 
There will de no deal or bargain made 
with the leaders of any political ma- 
chine, but every one endorsing the sen- 
timents of the Independence party will 
be Invited to support its candidates.’ 
That language is unambiguous, and 
announces clearly his intention to be 
@ candidate on the platform only of 
the Independence League.“ 

“But that was June 12,” said the in- 
terviewer, “and since then men 
who were at work during the year 
bufiding up the Independence League 
have been openly striving for the con- 
trol of the Democratic caucuses in or- 
der to secure delegates to the Demo- 
cratic convention favorable to Mr. 
Hearst. and some such delegates have 
been elected. It is aggerted in many 
“Garters, and indeed believed, that the 
Independence League was organized to 
compe! the Democratic party to accept 
Mr. Hearst as its neminee.” 

“While I know.” Mr. Parker replied, 
“that such assertions are constantly. 
made and some delegates to the mo- 
eratic convention favorable to Mr. 
Hearst have been chosen. it wuold 
sem as if all this should be credited 
to over-zealous friends, for certainly 
Mr. Hearst is too shrewd a man to de-, 
lieve it possible that the Democratic 
convention will ever be made up of 
delegates so absolutely pusillanimous 
es to surrender to one demanding that 
the party deliver up to him the honor 
and power he covets or Suffer defeat.” 


CHINESE STUDENT DEPORTED.

One of the Thirty-eight Brought Over 
by Or. Teney Has Contagious 
Eye Disease. 
(BY THE ASSOCIATED U 1 
WASHINGTON, July 28.—Through 


the enforcement of the immigration | 


laws of the United States against a 
Chinese student. whe was one of a 


party which arrived in Seattle a short; 


time ago, a young Chinaman of great 
promise was forced to return to his 
native country. and the case may re- 
sult in intensifying the criticism China 
offers against the immigration restric- 
tions this country imposes on Chinese 
of the favored class. 

The student deported was a member 
of a party of thirty-eight young Chi- 
namen. whom (Charlies D. Teney. 
Harvard man and a member of the 
faculty of ‘ne Imperial Chinese Uni- 
versity brought to this country. It was 
claimed by the health officers that the 
young student. who was one of the 
brightest members of the party, was 
suffering with trachoma, a disease of 
the eyes, and after a board had passed 
on his case, the young man was or- 
dered back to (hina. 

Dr. Teney took the other students to 
Cambridge, Mass, where they are at- 
tending the Harvard Summer School. 
Nat of the young Chinese will be sent 
te schools in Great Britain. and the 
others will be placed in engineering 
schools in this country. Thirty young 
Chinese are l.cing educated by the Chi- 
nese government. and the other mem- 
bers of the varty are paying their own 
expenses. 

These students are said to be the 
forerunners oa large delegation to 
be sent within & few years to this 
country in case the United States mod- 
mes its restrictions upon Chinese of 
the educated cane and makes condi- 
ons here attractive to the young stu- 
Gents. Fear is expressed, however, that 
the deportation of the young student 
with eye trouble will not be understood

Sam's boarding-house, the queerest institution ever 


presided over by a national landlord. This has been in 
existence for the past four years, during which time 


the actual effect of prepared meats and adulterated 
foods has been tested by running them through a dozen 
government clerks, who were pledged to eat nowhere 
else and who had to subject themselves to regular ex- 
eminations as to their physical condition. 

This boarding-house has been carried on in connec- 
tion with the Bureau of Chemistry. A kitchen was

The board- 


ers have been conscientious. 
clerks receiving $50 and upward per month, and they

ment for all time in the future. The clerks chosen for 
the purpose were from twenty to thirty years of age. 
They were lusty young fellows in the prime of physieal 
manhood, and they entered the boarding-house of their 
own volition, agreeing to submit to its requirements. 
They pald nothing for food, Uncle Sam furnishing 
everything in order to ascertain, by actual test, the 
effect of certain adulterants, acids, and other things 
upon the human system. | 

During these experiments the boardets were carefully 
watched. They were tested as a whole and as in- 
dividuals, and if one lost weight too rapidly or had 
more than an undue amount of headache or other all- 
ments, his peculiar poison was omitted for a time, only 
to be resumed as he got better. By carefully experi- 
menting upon the twelve men Dr. Wiley has been able 
to gather a large amount of accurate Information, from 
which himself and other scientists have made valuable 
deductions.

A Word About Acids. | 


“Tell me something the different acids which 
are used as food preservatives?” 

“There are many kinds,“ replied the Agricultural 
chemist, “and we have tested most of them.

This is employed 
chiefly in foods which are liquid or semi-liquid. It is

used in canned vegetables and also in jams, marmalades 


and sausages. You may drink it in soda water, and 
it is frequently sold by the drug stores as a fruit acid. 
This stuff is so injurious that the chief legislatures of 
the world are forbidding its use. France, Italy, Spain, 
Germany and Austria have laws against it, and so have 
some of our States.” 

But dow about sulphyrous acid, Dr. Wiley?” I asked. 

“That is used in evaporating fruits and also in wines.

THE SCHOOL GARDEN. 

Those who are charged with the direct presentation 
of school garden werk to chfldren will recognize that 
the point of view for city children must be different 
from that for country children. As a rule, children in 
rural districts are familiar with the fundamental opera- 
tions of the garden—preparation of the soil, pianting 
the seed, and ihe cultivation and harvesting of the ordi- 
nary garden and farm crops. To attempt, therefore, to 
maintain the ordinary type of individual vegetable and 
flower garden upon the grounds of rural schools would 
undoubtedly be an unwise expenditure of time and en- 
ergy. 


For city children, however, to whom the growth of 
the plant is like the discovery of a new world, the ap- 
plication of the sin.ple operations involved in the ma‘n- 
tenance of the individual garden containing flowers and 
vegetables is altogether a different matter. The plan-of 
procedure, therefore, for teachers in rural districts, 


- should be quite different from that followed by those in 


urban communities. The teachers of the rural schools 
will find a most fruitful field along the line of laboratory 
experiments, which will demonstrate the principles cf 
Plant growth and of plant nutrition, methods of propa- 
gation, etc. In this connection we have therefore cut- 
lined two classes of work which will encroach more or 
less upon each other, but the discriminating teacher 
will have no difficulty in selecting that which is best 
suited to the conditions by which he or she is sur- 
rounded. | |

Our Government Lottery. 
UNCLE SAM’s Way OF DiSTRIBUTING 
PUBLIC LANDs. 

By a Special Contributor. 


ITH the public drawing for Shoshone Indian 


reservation lands at Lander, Wyo., early in 

August, will come the sixth test of the govern- 
ment’s lottery system’ 
_ At the opening of the Crow reservation in Montana 
a few weeks ago, the system worked to perfection. Six- 
teen thousand persons were registered in two weeks, 
und. in the presence of a large crowd, these name? 
were drawn from & box at the rate of about two thous- 
and per day, and the names of the prize winners an- 
‘nounced. In fact, since the first trial of the so-called 


lottery system at the second Oklahoma opening, there 
has not been a single valid objection raised against this 
method of throwing Indian lands open to white settle- 
ment, and the plan of distribution will doubtless con-

It is the policy of the government to make the Indian 
self-supporting, and, under this plan, it is presumed 
that the red man’s extra lands will be taken from him 
year by year. Each Indian is allotted a good ranch 
and it is only a question of time when this will repre- 
sent the extent of his holdings. The lands are not con- 
fiscated, but are bought from the Indians, at what is 
considered a fair appraisement. Thus the lands in the 
ceded strip of the Crow reservation were bought by the 
government at $4 per acre, the money going to the Crow 
tribe. In time, no doubt, the entire reservation, which 
is one of the largest and finest in the country, will be 
bought and thrown open to white settlement. Next 
year the Flathead reservation in Montana is to be 
opened, and it is thought that there will soon be another 
opening in Oklahoma. Thus Commissioner Richards’ 
land force will be kept busy in its work of distribution, 


— 


As to the absolute fairness of the scheme, many tests 
have been made. For instance, at the opening of the 
Uintah reservation, in Utah, 23,000 soldiers were regis- 
tered by proxy. Mr. Richards kept careful check of the 
soldiers who drew lands. There was an exact propor- | 
tion of soldiers’ drawings—-something like one success- 
ful applicant out of every six registered. The names | 
of the soldiers were mixed with the others. so the exact 
ratio of their drawings proved that the chances of suc- 
cess run in proportion to the total number of claims and 
the total number of registrations. When the registra- 
tion is high, the chances of success are small. The

The postillions were in a striking uniform 
of scarlet and gold/and the carriage was drawn by four 
bay horses. As Lord Curzon entered, he proceeded 
to his throne, a wonderful creation of golden lions and 
massive silver footstools with a canopy of white and 
gold. is throne was valued at £150,000 sterling. 
He took his seat with the bands playing the national 
anthem, and when he was seated the usual royal salute 
of twenty-one guns was fired. Then the great throng 
which had risen to “God Save the Queen,” was again 
seated, and at a signal the massed bands poured forth 
a triumphal peal of music, and in answer to the sum- 
mons the silver trumpets of the heralds rang out, and 
Maj.

8 Ax ANGELENO CULTIVATES NA- 


TURE’S ACQUAINTANCES. 
By a Special Contributor. 


@ have no automobiles, carriages or horses, 
W and oui moses are kept to the grindstone from 


9 until 5 daily, yet even with these handicaps 


we have cultivated the acquaintance of Mother Nature 
with such assiduity that we have gotten beyond the 
period of cold, formal greetings. We are friends. She 
has led us out to where she has sequéstered her most | 
wonderful charms, and looked on with a good-natured 
smile as we volubly expressed our delight and appre- 
ciation. Sometimes the distance is great, sometimes it 
is small, and sometimes it is difficult, but whichever 
it be, we accept it in the right spirit, and return feel- 
ing the better for the outing. | 

How do we do it, you ask? Walk! rThat word will 
probably strike terror to the heart of the average Ange- 
lefio, but those four letters spell many a pleasant out- 
ing. spell many a beautiful picture otherwise inaccessi- 
ble, or that will be passed un ; spell good health, 
a brain cleared of the office cobwebs, a general clearing 
up of the morbid conditions arising from tired nerves; 
spell more than can be imagined by the uninitiated, 

It can be safely said, without the least exaggeration, 
that nowhere is there such a variety of walks and 
scenery as in the immediate vicinity of Los Angeles, for 
most places have their specialty—mountains, beach, 
hills, or what not. But here, within a small radius, 
are difficult mountain climbing, foothill tramps, straight 
“hikes” over beautiful, undulating plains, in full view 
of mountains and ocean, and beach walks that beggar 
description. | 

Of the many beautiful walks that we have taken— 
this artist comrade and myself-—we have found none 
more fascinating than the Arroyo Cafion, and since 
we have discovered the wondrous beauties that lie hid- 
den there, we are surprised that it is not better known 
and more popular. In our inquiries regarding it, the 
few who seemed to know anything about it were 
acquainted only with the section between Los Angeles 
and Pasadena But they don't know the Arroyo. 

From Avenue 60 to the mountains is a good half-day 
trip. To make the Divide from the same starting point 


and return in a day is impossible, for while the distance 


is not formidable in itself, it must be remembered, that 
the Arroyo is composed of soft, yielding sand and rocks 
until the mountains are reached, where are added all 
the difficulties of a rough cafion. The water, (which is 
very high after the spring rains, at which time the 
cafion is at its best) also adds difficulty as well as 
beauty, and the labor of making the many necessary 
cressings will be more fully appreciated the next day, 
when the over-worked sinews one. muscles are entering 
their aching protest, 

This first section of the Ae hes of the quaint 
English effect of clinging vine and purling stream. It 
takes on a semblance of wildness in places. and abounds 
in moss and ferns, with thousands of vari-colored wild 
‘flowers adding a beautiful touch of color. Gradually 
the ground rises on either side. The hills are here 
only in miniature, but soon

panies it.

The scene at the Gate is al a shock, after the 
succession of soft beauty that has been your joy for so 
many en es. Here the great, y boulders are cast 
about in wild, careless profusion, and you gasp at the 
sudden change. In forming the Arroyo, Nature must 
have worked from south to north. At first she was in 
a peaceful, quiet frame of mind, not perhaps particularly 
careful in her labors: then she grew interested; then 
in a moment sentimental, but finally, at the point where 
is situated the Devil's Gate, flew into a violent passion, 
upheaving great mounds of earth and rock, tossing 
about massive boulders, and finally, His Satanic Majesty 
appearing on the scene to investigate, she, after a 
struggle, the marks of which are still visible, imprisoned 
him there at the scene of his defeat, There he sits, 
gazing down at you with a sardonic leer, as though 

saying: “Well, she’s got me * up, wat the good work 
still goes on.” 

Between the Gate and the sntaine it is more open. 
and affords a beautiful view the surrounding coun- 
try. But only for a short distance, when you enter the 
real “hills.” What a little while ago looked like huge 
serpents, wriggling up the mountain side, now take on 
the form of well-defined trails, and even roads. But 
sorrow of sorrows! The sun is low in the heavens. 
You penetrate just far enough into the cafion to sniff 
the mountains and make you wish you were a Joshua to 
cause the sun (and the hours) to stand still. You are 
loath to quit, and with the scent of the wild sage and 
the mesquite in your nostrils, you push on “just a little 
way” farther, now leaping from rock to rock in the 
deepening stream; now scrambling over a boulder that 
bars the way, gnd again taking to the steep-sloping hill- 
sides to get past an impassable place in the stream. 
High above, on each side, tower steep, almost inaccessi- 
ble hills, and the massive live oaks that have become 

so familiar are now supplemented by the white-trunked

The road runs this far, then becomes 
a trail, and then the real beauties commence, as well 
as the difficulties, for this is no pfay cafion, but a recog- 
nized bit of roughness and wildness, even by the 
rangers. 

Realizing the difficulties in our way, we were at the 
cafion’s mouth, next time, shortly after sunrise, and it 
was with joyful hearts that we gazed into the familiar 
depths and sniffed the subtle scents. We pushed on 
rapidly, for we had taken note of our trail, the last time,

species for the balance of the day, excepting only an

In the shadow of some grand old live oaks we rested 
a few moments, and soon discovered that Nature's 
creatures were inclined to be on friendly terms with us. 
As if realizing he need fear no harm, a water lizard— 
red, slick and slimy, and with the appearance of having 
been blown up to the bursting point—wriggled pain- 
fully up a near-by boulder, and, clinging perilously to 
its side, surveyed us with wondering interest. Satisfied 
with his scrutiny, and, we hoped, pleased with his 
friendly reception, for his unprepossessing appearance 
and his long stay were the cause of much polite mirth, 
he slipped into the brook, leaving us to the quiet en- 
joyment of ouragurroundings and our cigars. A tree 
toad next enlivened our solitude, but he was not pos- 
sessed of an adventurous spirit. He surveyed us with 
manifest turpitude from a safe distance and some slight 
movement of urs caused him to take hasty shelter on 
a big flat sycamore leaf, where he blinked solemnly at 
us, perfectly assured that he was not seen. 

We lunched by the brookside at a bend in the cafion, 
where we got a view of part of what we had come 
through and a portion of what was yet to come. We 
had indulged in some extravagant expressions up to this 
point, but even with our limited view of the cafion above 
we could see that, with its increasing beauty, we were 
going to run short of adjectives, and formed a solemn 
compact to confine ourselves to the simple but meaning- 
ful “Oh!” Time limit on the “Oh” not set. After 
lunch, as we reclined there, the murmur of the brook 
and the scent of mountain grasses stole in upon our 
senses and lulled us into perfect quiet. Ever and anon 
we caught the whirr of wings of the mountain quail. 
and heard the far-off call of the dove. We looked up 
into the deep blue of the California sky and lazily 
watched the golden-throated orioles in their swift, 
graceful downward flight until they. alighted in a near-by 
cottonwood and filled the air with delightful melody. 
Ah, it was full of peaceful calm! 

As we lay there, it seemed a day dream almost 


ridiculous that. only a few miles away, there was all | 


the hubbub of a great city—the shouting of newsboys, 
electric cars whizzing, grinding. roaring, screeching 
around curves, automobiles with tooting horns, bicycles 
with jingling bells, throngs hurrying with tense nerves, 
and brains surging with various schemes for piling up 
the filthy lucre. 

Of what use is the rush, and hurry, and noise? Why 
not always live in the silence of the hills, in the para- 
dise of outdoors? Why not always breathe the scents 
of the mountains and be lulled to sleep by the melodious 
song of the wild birds? But that was dreaming again. 

With the awakening came a sigh, and we trudged 
on in silence. The changing scenery soon began to dis- 
pel all unpleasant thoughts, however, and presently the 
problem of how to proceed entirely displaced them. I 
have not mentiored it before, but the question of how 
to cross the stream becomes an all-absorbing one, every 
little while, on this part of the trip. You will be walk- 


ing along, oblivious of everything but the beauty of 


your surroundings, when suddenly you discover that 
your progress is barred. The stream runs through a 
straight cut in the hills, with no apparent means by 
which you can proceed. Your gaze turns hopefully to 
the boulders in the brook, but it is a noticeable fact, that 
will make itself apparent many times, that what you 
think will prove good stepping stones are generally 
about a feot or two too far apart for a safe jump. 
Perched on the hurricane deck of a sharp-pointed rock, 
and trying to figure out the situation, your gaze wan- 
ders back down the stream, and suddenly you exclaim, 
“Oh, there's a good place!” When you get to the 

“place,” you think you have been the victim of some 
gross deception, for what looked perfectly easy from a 
short distance proves to be the same old game of risk- 
ing a ducking In three feet or so of decidedly cold wa- 
ter. So you gaze wistfully at the cliff again, and dis- 
cover that stout vines afford a possible means of 
passage. Grasping these, you find a footing here and 
there in the rocky cliff, and thus, after considerable 
toll, strike the trail. 

But it is worth all your trouble, if you wish to term 
it so, and you will be surprised to find what a mental 
gymnasium your head has become in figuring out how 
to save yourself a hard climb or a ducking. 

But away up, now deep in the mountains, there is one 
stretch where the trail leads through the prettiest wood- 
land scene that can be imagined. The hills enclose you 
like the sides of an immense cup, and as far as you 
can see are slim, straight cottonwoods that interlace 
and form a perfect arch over both trail and brook, A 
perfect forest of ferns wave gracefully in the breeze; 
the starry-eyed purple astefs peep at you from behind 
the stiff, prim stalks of wild cypress; tangles of angel's 
breath run riot beneath your feet; the purple lark- 
spur acknowledges your presence with a dignified nod 
of the head, and the columbine queens it over all, choos- 
ing as her throne the most inaccessible places in the 
sheer side of the mountain. Here you will imagine you 
have struck the birds’ grand opera season, for the air 
is full of beautiful song. The pure mountain air is in 
your lungs, and you would shout in very ecstacy of 
living were it not for your fear of disturbing the silver- 
throated songsters,

High, high above you, go the mountains, and they 
seem to have been placed there as supports for the blue 
canopy that resis upon them. You feel small! Some 
way the idea forces itself upon your reluctant brain that 
man is not so much, after all! 

Presently an unusual sound of rushing waters draws 
you quickly to the stream, and you take a sharp, quick 
breath as you gaze on the added attraction of the water- 
fall here. It is not a second Niagara Falls, but the 
swift-rushing waters are churned to a snowy foam at 
its foot, and it is beautiful. * 

Nor is this the end. The scenery becomes grander, 
more beautiful. You go on and on, wading through 
the lu. grasses and getting tangled in the ever-thick- 
ening brush; climbing over an uprooted tree: crossing 
the brook with the usual chances, only more intensified 
by the deepening water, with the exception that some- 
times a natural bridge has been formed by the fall of 
a tall, straight cottonwood; clambering over the bould- 
ers that seem to forbid further progress; climbing up 
straight, sheer cliffs, or getting past them by means 
that seems impossible until the feat is accomplished. 
Then it is a level walk for a way, along a comparatively 
plain trail, where sometimes the cafion opens into an 
immense pocket; and ever the huge mounds tower above 
you; ever you have the mountain scents in your nostrils, 
and everywhere it is wild, wild, wild! 


Then presently the Divide is reached, and you wonder 
what trail that is that winds up the mountain. Taking 
it, you climb old Hogback or push your way on up the 
cafion to the falls, where the mad, hurried waters rush 
in creamy lakes to join the more peaceful brook below. 
Romantic! The spirit of romance exists in every crag, 
every rock, every leaf, every ripple of the stream. Of 
course, there are and always will be those who may 
claim kinship with him of whom it was said: 


“A primrose by the river’s brim 
A yellow primrose was to him, 
And it was nothing more.” 


And they would better stay in the city—the people 
who would stone the water lizard, shoot the birds, pick 
and pull up the wild flowers only to throw them away. 

There is only one consolation in having to return— 
you see it al! over again, with a thousand additional 
bits of beauty that before went unnoticed. Every step, 
every crossing of the stream, every turn of the cafion 
brings to light new bits of Nature’s handiwork, and 
when at last you are out of the mountains, you gaze 
back at them with mingled feelings of delight and sor- 
row—the one in memory of the day’s pleasures, and 
the’ other at having to exctange an ideal place where 
exist peace and quiet, for the noisy, restless life of the 

In the end it truthfully can be said that Los Angeles 
has, in the Arroyo Cafion, a show place the equal of 
which would be hard to find. it is not “ladylike,” 
and is no place for patent leathers and creased trousers, 
or French heels and silk gowns. It is rough. 
it has all the “terrible” grandeur that can be seen in 
other places of almost national repute, besides having 
added attractions that will make themselves apparent to 
t experienced mountain traveler, and the beauties to 
be seen there will long leave their impress upon the 
human heart and memory.

HAPPY MULTI-MILLIONAIRE. 


How’ ANDREW CARNEGIE AMUSES HIMSELF AT 
SKIBoO CASTLE. 


{Tit-Bits:] If any one doubts that a multi-million- 
aire can be a perfectly happy man, said a friend of the 
writer, I should advise him to arrange, if possible, to 
spend a day or two with Mr. Andrew Carnegie at Skibo 
Castle, his summer house in Scotland, and | guarantee 
that his doubt will speedily take wings; for I do not 
think there ard many men in Great Britain, rich or 
poor; who so thoroughly enjoy life as this wonderful 
Scotsman, who has made almost as many millions as 
he has lived years. This at least was the conviction 
forced on me when I spent a few delightful days as his 
guest a couple of years ago. 

But, indeed, it would be rather difficult for any man 
not to enjoy life under such ideal conditions and in 
such a lovely environment. Skibo Castle, you must 
know, stands on a slight eminence near the shores of 
Dornoch Firth, in the far north of Scotland and but a 
few miles from Dunrobin, the regal home of the Dukes 
| of Sutherland. Behind it rise magnificent, heath-cov- 
| ered hills, and in front stretches a glorious panorama of 
| loch and moors and hills, such as you will scarcely 
| match even in rumantic Scotland; while the castle itself, 
which Mr. Carnegie has largely rebuilt, is a stately pile, 
beautiful to look upon and full of historic associations, 

To this splendid retreat the millionaire “laird” loves 
to retire every summer; and here he spends an ideally 
happy time with his wife and little daughter, entertain- 
ing his countless friends and finding each day too short 
for his many recreations and activities. 

Naturally a man who has led such a strenuous life 
\finds no pleasure in idleness. Full of irrepressible en- 
ergy, he must always be doing something, and at Skibo 
he finds plenty to occupy his time very agreeably. In 
fact, the place is his hobby, and he is always planning 
some improvement to add to its charms. Now he is en- 
thusiastically superintending the laying™ out of golf 
links; now he is diverting the course of a stream to 
make a beautiful lake; and again he is constructing a 
road through the mountains—schemes which give him 
infinite pleasure and also provide employment for a 
small army of men.

NAUTILUS IN THE PACIFIC.

ERHAPS nothing betokens more the beauty and 
sucker- bearing arms it is finished by the bite.

fi is as thin as paper, as delicate as the 1 
china, and as fragile as an egg shell (when dry; at 
firet when it is fresh from the water, it is seen to be 
somewhat flexible and will yield to a slight pressure 
without breaking. 
cast ashore without breaking, as occurs rarely, how- 
ever, for, for every perfect shell found in a winter’s 
season, dozens of fragmentary ones are picked up. 


It is somewhat fan-shaped—a fluted spiral. It 1s 
white save for two rows of black dotted lines upon its 
back. It varies in size from one to several inches, 8% 
inches being the measure of the royal beauty which 
reposes in state under glass in the lobby of the Metro- 
pole at Avalon, Catalina.

The 
mantle is very muscular and rapidly expands and con- 
tracts, taking in water and expelling it through thé 
This expulsion causes the anima! to swim back- 
ward ordinarily, although it can also swim forward. 

The surface of the mantle is seen to be singularly 
spotted at times: again it is of a solid color and win 
also change its shade according to surroundings. Gen- 
erally, when swimming,’ it takes on the shade of that 
among which it glides. This appears too strange to

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FLOWER VASES. 


SUGGESTIONS AS TO THEIR SELECTION 
AND THEIR USE. 


By Ernest Braunton. 


N choosing vases for holding flowers, clear glass is 

safest, as it has no color to clash with that of the 

blossoms; the dark green of pottery is often good, 
since it harmonizes with the leaves aud stems, or white, 
as of a china bowl, will not be objectionable; even a 
yellow jar will add to the effect, as, for an example, “a 
yellow cloud of wild mustard in a yellow jar, making 
sunshine in the darkest room; but it is not well to be 
particular, for any color of vase so it be in concord with 
the flowers it holds, will make an artistic whole, and it 
is better to make a homely vari-colored vase beautiful 
with flowers than to leave it empty. Many vases are 
ornamental as well as useful, and a picture in them- 
selves even when empty. Asa rule, the more ornamental 
the vase, the lees suitable it becomes for tasteful ar- 
rangement of flowers.

The Sumac Family. 


Perhaps it is not generally known that the so-called 
pepper tree is akin to our poison oak (Rhus diversi- 
loba,) both of the Sumac family. The resemblance is 
easily seen upon examination of the flowers, nor is it 
difficult to trace a likeness in the fruit, if the structure 
is considered rather than the color. The leaves of the 
pepper tree contain an abundance of a highly-volatile 
oil, and it is said that if a fresh leaflet is cut into tiny 
pieces and dropped into a tumbler full of hot water, the 
pieces will be propelled in sudden, jerky jumps, and 
when the tumbler was brim full, a plece has been known 
to even jump out of the glass. Many have noticed the 
faculty this tree seems to possess of keeping its leaves 
fresh and green in the dustiest places. Perhaps the

Wheu convertible vases are employed and the flowers are 
to be arranged in tiers, in other words one lot above 
the other, they should be sorted according to size, the 
largest flowers at the bottom or base, medium-sized flow- 
ers in the center and the smallest and lightest flowers 
on the top. A few medium-sized flowers among the 
lighter ones will give strength and character to the top 
of an arrangement: and a few of the lightest flowers

Some of the foreign members of the Sumac family yield | 
the celebrated laquer varnish of Japan, the mango, the | 
aelicately-flavored pistachio nut, and the cashew nut. 
which is borne at the apex of a pear-like disk or torus. 
The torus is edible, and so is the kernel of the nut-like | 
truit, but the coats covering the kernel contain a poison 
so caustic that it blisters the skin. 


About the only treatment for wire worms is the use 
of ashes and lime, or the mineral fertilizers, well worked | 
into the ground. Of course, a sure cure is bi-sulphide 
of carbon placed in holes in the ground. But this, for a 
good-sized garden, is of course out of the question, on 
account of expense. Another remedy often recom- 
mended and certainly harmless and not expensive to try 
is the use of tobacco dust. It is much used dy some 
growers, and one authority says it is altogether too little 
appreciated. It adds some fertility to the soil, so it ts 
not all loss, even if it should prove of no insectical 
value. One authority says it is worth practically all it 
costs as a fertilizer. This is put into the soll with a 
common wheel hoe, drilling well down so that it will de- 
stroy the soil-infesting worms. At best, the wire worm 
is a most perplexing trial to gardeners, and the remedy 
which will always prove effective will be hailed with de- 
light by many.

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A Mining Adventure. 
TRAPPED IN MEXICO AND HELD 
: FOR RANSOM. 
By a Special Contributor. 

E had been discussing the recent disastrous 
W laborstrike at Cananea, and comparing notes on 

our varied mining experiences in the sun-kissed 
Mexican republic, when Dr. Ennis le-ned back in his 
chair aud quietly remarked: 

“Well, boys, no mining in Mexico for me. I had my 
fill down there some fifteen years ago, and while I am 
sure I am not lacking in courage, I prefer to do my 
mining in God's 2 under the good old Stars and 
Stripes.” 

Ot course we clamored to know the why and where- 
fore. when every ome, not desert-mad, was resolutely 
turned toward the land of adobe and tortillas—and here 
is the tale ag we beard it. 

Some fifteen years ago I was actively engaged in the 
mining business in Colorado. With me was associated 
a young mining engineer, Billy Fraser, the son of an 
old college friend, and one of the brightest young fel- 
lows it has been my privilege to know. We had been 
quite successful in our joint operations in Idaho Sprinzs 
—our lease had just expired on a good property there, 
and we were looking about for new fields when Billy 
came to me one day in great excitement. 

“I've struck the very thing we are looking for, Doc- 
tor.” he said. 

“Just ran across it by the merest chance. I hap- 
pened to meet 4 man in Denver the other day who is 
just up from Old Mexico. and knows of the very thing 
we want. Good valves. long-term lease and bond, and 
an option for thirty days, during which time we hare 
the privilege of working the mine to prove to our own 
satisfaction that ft is all that is claimed for it by the 
owners. Did you ever hear of a better layout?” 

Naturally I discreetly inquired why such a bonanza 
should be for e. This had been explained to Bil! br 
the time-honored tale of inharmony between the own- 
ers who were both Mexicans, and their consequent de- 
Cision to dig of the property entirely. Well, to 
make a short story of it, we looked into the matter to 
our entire satisfaction, and were on our way to Mexico

A BALLOON RAILROAD. 

There has recently been invented and put Into opera- 
tion in the mountains near Salzburg, Germany. a balloon 
It consists of a stationary balloon, which Is 
fastened to a slide running along a single steel rail. 
The rail ts fastened to the side of a steep mountain, 
which ordinary railroads could not climb, excep? 
through deep cuts and tunnels. The balloon floats 
„haut thirty-five fept over the ground, and a heavy. 
steel cable connects it with the rail, The conductor 
can, at will, make the balloon slide up and down the 
side of the mountain. For going up the motive power 
ie furnished by hydrogen gas, while the descent fs 
caused by pressure ot water, Which is poured into a 
large tank at the upper end of the road, and which 
eserves as ballast. Suspended from the balloon is a cir- 
cular car with accommodations for ten passengers. The 
cable goes from the bottom of the balloon through the 


center of the car to a regulator of speed, which is con- 
trolled by the conductor.—[Harper’s Weekly.

Since at day to this nothing has been done to assure 
the longevity of one of the great landmarks of time, 
and the American who delays in making the trip to 
Castile may never see the palace of which his famous 
countryman wrote so entrancingly.

Eggs 
are classified by the Chicago Produce Exchange as fol- 
lows: “Fresh gathered, extra choice;” “prime firsts, 
at mark, cases included;” “firsts, cases included;” “mis- 
cellaneous lots, cases returned or included;” “dirties,” 
“seconds:” on this classification the quotations per dozen 
vary from 1 to 8 cents per dozen. . 

Since the San Francisco fire the classification in that 
market has been confined to California eggs, the easter 
importations having for the time being been eliminated, 
thus simplifying the classification as follows: “Fresh 
California selected,” “firsts,” “seconds.” Fluctuations 
in prices range from 1 to 6 cents per dozen. 

In the Los Angeles market the eastern product is still 
an important factor. Usually the classification calls for

Pianting Oaks. | 

CORRESPONDENT from Chicago who owns a 
A ranch in Orange County wishes to know if he can | 

plant live oaks of several feet in height upon the 
roadway along his farm. I know of no oaks of this 
size for sale and their planting would not be advisable 
if they could be obtained. The oak will scarcely live 
under the best of care unless removed with the sod 
from pots in which the acorn was planted. The lack of 
fibrous roots or the quality of the roots in some way 
make transplanting very hazardous. In conifers it is 
the resin in the roots that makes them so easily in- 
jured from exposure. Dry or chilled evergreen roots 
will hardly recover, making even this, a fibrous-rooted | 
plant, difficult of removal. Whether it is the tannin or 
some other element, or just the absence of fibre rootlets, 
we know the oak seldom recovers after transplanting. 
I have never seen an explanation of this difficulty.

Care of Street Trees. 


— 


GENTLEMAN of Orange county asks this depart- 
ment for information concerning the liability of 
property owners for the cleanliness of the shade trees 
ebutting upon their lots. An answer to this has never 
been given officially by the- District Attorney of Los 
Angeles county. The opinion was given by C. U Wil- 
bur, then connected with the office and since elected 
as One of the Superior Judges of the county. The opin- 
ion reads “that where the street belongs to the prop- 
erty owner abutting thereon, subject to the easement 
of the qublic, there can be no question as to the own- 
ership of the trees, the same being in the owner of the 
soil, and he would be responsible for the work doné 
thereon and the eradication of the pest Indicated. 
Where the ownership of the soll as well as the right 
of way is in the city, as the case may be in some in- 
stances, a different question might arise.” 

While the opinion does not state that the city would 
be liable for the care of the trees abutting public 
property the inference is that this would have been 
the decision, had that point been brought forward. In 
several cases public corporations have acknowledged 
this obligation, school boards having many times pald 
for the disinfection of shade trees upon the streets in 
front of schob property. So there seems to be no 
question as .to the legality of requiring cities to care 
for the trees in front of city holdings, nor of the 
ability to enforce the cleaning of * upon the streets 

abutting private property.

Fumigation Considered. | 


HE citrus truit association’s directors at San Dimas, 

North Pomona and Claremont held a joint meeting 
at San Dimas on the 20th to decide whether they should 
purchase three ar four fumigating outfits, or depend 
upon the contracting fumigators for the coming cam- 
paign against scale pests. The final decision has not 
been made by each association, but the meeting was 
disposed to recommend that the districts make a con- 
tract with some good contracting firm to do the work 
this season. and perhaps buy their own outfits next 
year. There is so much dependent -upon circumstances 
that it is difficult to decide as to the economy and ad- 
visability of the growers owning and operating their 
own tents. It the association can furnish enough work 
to justify permanent employment to a high-class fu- 
migator, and has the time and ability to organize and 
maintain a thorough system of handling the business 
the ownership of tents is advisable’ The leman asso- 
clation at Holiywood is successfully and economicafly 
operating an outfit of its own and has been for years. 
The Whittier lemon association has just purchased an 
efficient outfit and is doing splendid service.

Forewarned and Forearmed. 


SHE work 2 the 1 United States Geological Survey | 
terminating in 1905 and covering three Territories, 
“Western, Central and Eastern Coast | 
Plain of Southern California,” is now before the people. | 
The report is embodied in three pamphlets with pro- 
fuse maps, these pamphlets bearing from 100 to 160 
pages of interesting text. The result of this survey, now 
made publie for the consideration of the South, will | 
be of great benefit, as much from the warning it COR | 
tains as through fits wealth of information. It shows, | 
for example, that a new well is not that much addi- 
tional to the water supplies of the country, but is in 
fact only another means of depletion, as all the wells 
of this great piain draw from a common source, no 
matter how many circumstances seem to indicate the 
reverse. The report points out in unmistakable lan- 
guage that the interests of all the water users are com- 
mon interests and will have the tendency to unite all 
the sections in support of every legitimate effort to 
increase the general water supply. 

There are six quadrangles embraced in the survey, 
namely, Santa Monica, Redondo, Downey, Las Bolsas, | 
Anaheim and Santa Ana. 


In this territory is embraced | 
the country extending from the Pacifie to the Puente 
hills, and from the Santa Monica Mountains to the San 
Joaquin hills. It is about fifty miles long and from 
fifteen to twenty miles wide, containing about 775 
square miles. The maps of this territory itemize and 
describe 8202 wells, artesian and otherwise, which are | 
the instruments through which the water plain hae 
been so sensibly and permanently lowered. In addi- 
tion there are two drainage districts in Orange county 
assisting in lowering the water plane faster than the 
percolation into the ocean constantly going on. The 
effect of this drain is marked. In 1898 the surface of 
the ground water was twenty-three feet below the sur- 
face of the soil in the Anaheim quadrangle; in 1904 it 
had receded to fifty feet below the soll surface. Other 
quadrangles show a great lowering of the water plane, 
and the most disconcerting feature is the fact that 
seasons of more than average rainfall, such as that 
of 1902-3, have not served to restore the water level 
to its former proportions. No one can read these re- 
ports without the conviction that our greatest agricul- 
tural sections are living beyond their means in regard 
to water supplies, and that a scheme for bringing in 
from a new and inexhaustible source thousands of 
inches of water should be supported perforce of cir-

Simple Diet. | 
T HE following dispatch from New York was recently 


published: 

“Whether a diet of bread and milk taken exclu- 
sively for forty years is responsible for the remarkable 
preservation from the effects of old age shown in the 
body of Mrs. Mary Fay, who died at the age of 106 
years a few days ago, is commas intense interest among 
physicians. 

“Despite the extreme age of Mrs. Fay, her body is 
in as perfect physical condition and as well nourished 
as that of a woman of thirty or thirty-five years of age, 
according to Physician Dr. Philip O'Hanlon. 
Dr. O' Hanlon, since he became connected with the 
coroner's office, has made 4500 autopsies, and he was 
so surprised at the physical perfection of Mrs. Fay's 
body today that he called in all the other physicians 
and surgeons of the corpaer’s office to observe the un- 


usual conditions. 


“The only — that the physicians can offer 
for the condition of Mrs. Fay’s body is her mode of 
living. Dr. O'Hanlon and others who saw the body are 
wondering whether or not the have a corroboration 
of the theory of Prof. Elie Metchnikoff of Paris, who 
asserted that man does not live out his allotted span of 
life because of the cellular activities in the digestive 
tract which produce old age. He believes that by a diet 
of sour or curdled milk the germs of putrefaction, which, 


according to his theory, produce old age, may be success- 


fully combated. 

“Investigation at the instance of Dr. O'Hanlon re- 
vealed the fact that the old woman has lived for forty 
or fifty years on bread and milk. ; 

“She refused to eat meat or vegetables and generally 
carried with her on her excursions about the city a 
few crusts of bread. For thirty years her home has 
been a small room at No. 490 Sixth avenue. She was 
known to all the children for blocks around as ‘Granny’ 
Fay. 

“‘Granny’ Fay, according to her neighbors, was the 
‘sprightliest old woman in Greater New York.’ Although 
her sight had been dimmed by her age, her step was 
as firm and elastic as that of a young woman, and she 
made excursions about the city which would have tired 
out many a person much younger.” 

There is nothing at all extraordinary about this. Sim- 
ilar results would be found by investigating any old 
woman who had eaten as simply as this one. Few there 
are who so live, in a city. 


It was not the particular diet that kept this old lady | 


young. Milk and bread—doubtless white bread—is far 


from a perfect dietary. The secret of her longevity and | 


youthful appearance was the simplicity of her food, | 


which imposed no extra burden on the digestive organs. 
Similar, or better results, might have been obtained from 
a diet of nuts end fruit, or brown bread and cheese 
and salad, while she might have lived long, although 
not quite so long, on a diet of lean meat and green 
vegetables—any plain, simple food, that supplies the 
necessary nourishment for the body, in moderate quan- 
tity, thoroughly masticated. 

The above remarks in regard to sour milk are non- 
sense. Sour milk, or curdled milk, is decomposed tuilk. 
Instead of preventing decay, it furnishes germs of decay 
to the system. Those who live long on a diet of sour | 
milk do so, not because of it, but in spite of it. Another 
illustration of the benefit of a simple dietary.

Grow Your Own Fruit.
